Why the Country is net 
Settled. 



On Thursday wo asked how it was that 
the neighboring Territory of the United 
States got population so much faster than 
British Columbia, when the attractions 
and advantages of the latter were certainly 
in no way inferior to thoso of the former; 
and we ventured to account for the eir- 
cumstanco upon the ground that no 
means wore used for making British 
Columbia properly known abroad, or to 
retain any population accidentally drifted 
to our shores. While admitting the pro- 
position, our morning contemporary 
takes very decided exception to thoanswer, 
and boldly asserts that tbo real cause of 
this deplorable condition ia altogether 
owing to the course this journal had pur- 
sued. If we had praised the Government 
and represented everything as serene and 
prosperous and happy the condition we 
deploro would have had no existence! 
The lawyer, alluding to the villanous 
cast in the eye of the prisoner, apologe- 
tically remarked that his squint was his 
own misfortune, not his fault; to which 
the coarse fellow, with ready satire, re- 

Elied, "No, it isn't; it's your confounded 
ignoranco." Wo were forcibly reminded 
of this anecdote by the line of argument (?) 
adopted by our contemporary. To cover 
up the public soro and whitewash over it 
may bo the work of a paid organ, but it 
is not that of independent journalism; 
neither is it that of true patriotism, nor 
even of ordinary commercial wisdom. 
Rather will the faithful physician search 
out tho root of the disease and probe it to 
tho bottom, nor desist oven should the 
patient writhe and rebel. He must even 
bo cruel to be kind. The white-washing, 
concealing policy of tho paid organ of the 
Government cannot possibly euro. It is 
only calculated to perpetuate tho evil. 
What is more; it won't deceive the public. 
Large as tho circulation of tins journal is 
and considerable as we had ventured to 
think its influence, wo never presumed to 
estimate either quite as highly as our 
contemporary has unwittingly done. But 
when it accuses us of having circulated 
"wicked and unfounded reports" about 
anarchy, tho organ seems to forget that a 
similar announcement appeared in its own 
columns on tho very same morning it ap- 

E eared in ours. Tho principal difference 
etween the two -would seem to lie this: 
Both told the truth; but one "skinned it 
back" because ordered to do so by its 
masters, whereas the other adheres to it. 
Nor is it correct to assert that the press 
of the neighboring Territory covers up 
and conceals domestic trouble and disease, 
instead of manfully grappling with both. 
If the local Paliator had looked through 
exchanges coming from that country ho 
would have found in them a flat and most 
striking contradiction of the assertion. 
"Tell the truth and shame tho devil," is the 
policy adopted by the independent section 
of the press on both sides of the line; 
although, doubtless, on both there 
are journals paid for suppressing 
truth whenever it bears unfavorably upon 
tho governing and paying power. But 
we are told that ''From the present au- 
thorities intending settlers receive every 
attention that can possibly be bestowed 
upon them, and every encouragement 
to take up laud and utilize it." Now, it 
would bo diffieu It to conceive; of a more 
unwarrantable assertion. Scarcely a day 
passos that cases do not come to our 
Knowledge proving an exactly opposite 
condition of things. Take a single in- 
stance: An intelligent Englishman called 
upon tho present writer, on Thursday, to 
thank him for tho article in tho issue of 
that day, headed "How is It?", which, he 
said, was a truthful statement of the case, 
entirely coinciding with his own experi- 
ence. "I came up here." he said, "lie- 
cause greatly preferring to live under the 
old tlag. I loft my family at San Fran- 
cisco, thinking I would locate a home- 
stead in British Columbia, and send for 
them. But I have been at tho laud office 
several times and can get no information 
beyond the vague intimation that they 
think there is still some land open in the 
Comox District. So I have abandoned 
tho idea of settling in a country where 
settlers are evidently not wanted, and 
have determined to go over to-morrow to 
a country whore I have reason to know 
they are appreciated." This is a faithful 
summary of the voluntary statement made 
by an intelligent Englishman who not 
only represents his family, but a large 
circle of acquaintances, Englishmen like 
himself, anxious to return to tho old Hag, 
did thoy receive any encouragement. 
And such tilings aro almost of daily oc- 
currence. And what about a Cabinet 
Minister jumping land on which two of 
his own constituents were establishing a 
homestead for themselves? Surely that 
is "bestowing attention upon intending 
settlors" with a vengeance! But wo are 
told that tho most conclusive "evidence 
of tho great intorest taken by tho local 
Government in promoting immigration 
and settlement is to bo found in the fact 
that among tho very first acts of their ad- 
ministration was the introduction of n 
Bill to authorize tho Governor in Council 
to make free grants of land to actual set- 
tlers." But what of that? The people 
will judge tho Government by their ac- 
tions, not their "Acts." And, besides, 
we find precisely the same power given to 
the Governor in Council in tho Act of 
1870, section 49. We tell the organ, once 
for all, that tho old woman's attempt to 
Bwasp back the waves of old ocean with a 
broom was no more foolish than its at- 
tempts to beat back tho tide of popular 
disfavor which is rolling in from every 
point of tho compass. Least of all can 
that bo done by such barefaced white- 
washing and such transparent balderdash 
as that presented to the public eye by a 
menial journalist. No more topical pal- 
liatives will do now. The disease has 
gone much too far for that.

Jl fore tuo Oeneral Annual Meeting of tho Sub- 
scribers a financial atatemi nt for the pant fiscal year, 
which has beenl duly audited:— 

The actual amount of revenuerecelved during the year 
from all sources was $5,133 \<j. viz: Government Orant 
fj.sui. Public Subscriptions, $1,349, Paying Patients. 
21»,'J5; while the liabilities incurred during the year 
amounted to $6,871 81), showing a deficit of }1435,H6, 
which with the outstanding liabilities of previous 
years amounting to S1,G79 7*1; makes a total debt due 
by the Hospital of 31st December of 3. .'dr. til. The 
debt, however, will be at once mot by the Provincial 
(iovrrnmnit and the Institution will have the oppor- 
tunity !•■> luiis denied it, of commencing the year with 
a clean balance sh it. 

The monthly Government Grant of $321. suppll 
ioente.il by btibscriptious and donations te $133, more 
ora total monthly Bevuuuo of $453, will still be made 
quale to keep the institution out of debt. 

The number of patients received last year was 105. 
n-lth the following results:

The average monthly number was US; the cost of 
keeping a patii nt per diem has been estimated at TVUf 
Thus an average of 3(1 patients require, a monthly ex- 
penditure of $.7.1.-1, w hile, as stated ls-'foro the receipts 
are only $453. The truth of this estimate is borne 
not by aetual i'aets, for the total yearly expenditure 
during 1*7:! was $0,874 80, shewing a monthly average 
of 6572. 

The benefits conferred on the Province at large by 
the Institution are of no trifling character; but itis evl. 
dent thai with the largely increasing demand for ad- 
miasion (the average number of patients in previous 
years having bacu under 16;) tho Hospital, to keep nut 
iif debt, must either obtain increased subsidies or run 
into debt; [he only other alternative belugto rigid- 
ly ndle-re] t<> aj maximum number of patients 
about Iif teen; and thus impair tho benefits bestowed 
by the institution. At the close of lsst year the Gov- 
ernment, with the objeet of relieving tbo Hoard In a 
financial point of view, removed to New Westminster 
li incurables who had lieen inmates of tho Hospital for 
a term of years, but the patients shortly a^ain reached 
the number of "Jl. at which it has since remained. 

Application has been made to the Municipality of 
Victoria for aid from their funds In support of the In- 
stitution iiu the grounds that it is one of great local 
benefit anil that similar institutions in Canada are so 
aided, should tills application prove succosful it may- 
be confidently hoped that the institution may be main- 
tained in its present efficient state. 

The chief feature to'he noticed In regard to the Insti- 
tution last year, was the removal from the Indian Re- 
serveto Spring itidne, with great advantage both to pati- 
ents, ami attendants mora accomodation, better venti. 
lated wards and purer air having been thus secured. 
Were fund- to the extent of about $1,500 forthcoming to 
provide a dwelling for tho family of the resident sur- 
eeun who now reside w itliin the main building. room for 
over 10 ni ire patients, or at least, seperate apartments 
for 4 patients, a great desideratlon in severe illness. 
e ul lb- provided. The Hoard confidently recommend 
this object as being worthy the attention of tbohumane 
and benevolent, 

Dr. Powell, who for several years past has gratltu- 
onsly attended the Hospital, resigned last year and 
the Hoard have pleasure in makUig a public expression 
of their thanks lor his services as well an for those 
of Do tor's Trimble and Matthews who gratuitously 
contiuuo their supervision of the Hospital. 

The Il.eii-d in conclusion trust that the public will 
eoine forward during present year and assist in the 
support of the Institution to tho utmost of their

The New Bisiiop of Vancou- 
ver Island 



[Catholio"Souttnel" (Portland) April 2*tb] 

At hist tho orphanod flock of Vancouver 
Island has been provided with a Shepherd, 
and omi, too, in whom tho Catholics of 
that Diocoso will have a Prelate, who, 
knowing all their wants and wishes, will 
know how to administer to thuni. 

At a solemn Consistory, hold in Eome 
ou Friday, March 21st, 1873, the Holy 
Father was ploased to appoint, among 
others, the Very Eev. Charles John Seg- 
hers, present Administrator of the Dioceso 
of Vancouver, to succeed tho late Bight 
Rev. Modesto Demers, D.D., as Bishop of 
that See. 

Prom one who knows the new Prelate 
intimately, and who loves hiin an a bro- 
thor indeed, we learn that the Very Eev. 
Charles J. Segbers came to this coast en 
route for Victoria on the 17th of Novem- 
ber, 1803, after having passed one year in 
tho American College at Louvain, Bel- 
gium, in order to learn the English lan- 
guage, which he mastered quickly during 
that year of studious application. Previ- 
ous to that time ho passed four years in the 
Theological Seminary at Ghent Ho was 
ordained priest on the e ?e of tho feast of 
Trinity Sunday, 18(53, at Malines. Full 
of ardent zeal and desire for the mission- 
ary life, ho neglected nothing calculated 
to overcome the fearful malady of which 
his brothers and sisters had fallen victims 
— consumption — especially cheerfulness 
and bodily exercise. His zeal was so great 
that some fivo years ago it nearly occasion- 
ed his death; for, on a Christmas night, 
after singing and playing the Mass and 
preaching the sermon on that beautiful 
occasion, he was attacked with a severe 
hemorrhage of the lungs. Of this ho had 
several attacks when accompanying Bish- 
op Demers, who loved him much, to Rome, 
on the occasion of the great Vatican Coun- 
oil. Before their departure from Rome, 
His Lordship bogged of His Holiness a 
special blessing for tho Buffering young 
priest.

A Tale of Two Cities- 

A case now pending in the St. Louis 
courts gives an amusing illustration of the 
bitter rivalry between tho merchants of 
St. Louis and Chicago. In the former 
city there is a hardware dealer who has 
been doing a large business in tho sale 
of steol buggy springs at two dollars a 
pair. A Chicago firm also, engaged in tho 
hardware line, flooded the region around 
St. Louis with circulars offering to soli 
the same article at 81,25 a pair. Tho St. 
Louis man at onco began purchasing his 
springs of the Chicago firm, who, it is 
claimed, were selling their goods for less 
than cost to entice St. Louis trado to Chi- 
cago, and then sold thorn to his customers 
at a handsome profit. Tho Chicago man, 
encouraged by the demand for springs 
from St. Louis, made a further reduction 
in prices, offering them at one dollar a 
pair, when the St. Louis man telegraphed 
an order for 2,000 pairs, at tho same time 
sending a draft to pay for them. By this 
time the Chicago firm began to bo suspi- 
cious, and refused to sond the goods; but 
one of the firm being in St. Louis shortly 
afterward, was sued for a breach of con- 
tract, damages being laid at $5,000. The St. 
Louis journals aro joyful over this cap- 
turo of ono of the Philistines, and erult- 
ingly call attention to the fact that tho 
public enemy must defend tho suit in 
their own courts, which, of course they 
consider infinitely more honest thanthoso 
of Chicago.

Tho Portland 'Herald' publishes an 
interesting letter from a correspond- 
ent, who obtained from Mr Mcacliam 
his version of tho terrible murder, 
which may bo considered r.s true: 

mil meacham's story 
Is fuller, more detailed, and in some 
respects different from any yet given 
to tho public. After a few prefatory 
remarks ho says: 

Finally, through Bogus Charley and 
Boston, arrangements were made on 
Friday morning to meet them that day 
at noon. Gen. Caul)) - , Dr. Thomas, 
Agent Dyar, and myself, were to meet 
"Hvq unarmed" Indians at Council 
Tent (one mile beyond tho military 
lines and within tho lava-beds) 

BOGUS CHARLEY 

Ate breakfast at my table, and scorned 
very sanguine of an adjustment of the 
whole matter that day. Frank Riddle, 
and Tobia Kiddle, his Modoc wife, our 
interpreters, called me to ono .tide be- 
fore starting and said: 'Meacham, don't 
go; they will kill you." This warning 
was repeated to Gen. Canby and Dr. 
Thomas, Mr. Dyar and myself pro- 
tested against going, but, owing to the 
proximity of the troops and tho utter 
recklessness of any attempt upon our 
lives, it was decided to go. Dr. Thom- 
as remarked that ho did not believe 
that God had sent him to do so noble 
a work with such an end in prospect, 
and that he would go to council. Mr. 
Meacham then reiterated his fears and 
said: "I will go, although I consider this 
tho most hazardous and tho last act of my 
life." 

Mr. Dyar and I, when everything had 
been arranged, started for tho 

council ground 
On horseback, over the bridle. path, while 
Gen. Canby and Dr. Thomas preceded 
us on foot. Iu going out, Tobia Riddle, 
tho Modoc squaw, said to mo: "Meacham, 
keep close to inc. I don't know what they 
will do to-day. I don't understand them." 
Frank Piddle, (he husband of Tobia, had 
said, in presence of all tho Commissioners 
before leaving camp, that he had been 
cautioned, if anything happened) to run 
toward tho horse. 

WHEN WE ARRIVED 

At the council ground, we found seven 
Indians sitting around a sage-brush firo, 
armed with revolvers and knives. Mr. 
Dyar and I dismounted and they arose 
and shook hands with us in a very friend- 
ly manner, no others being in sight. Pull- 
ing oil my Alaska great coat, I hung it on 
tho horn of my saddlo, and then wo began 
tho pow-wow. I made tho first speech, 
and said, substantially, that we had been 
there sixty days trying to make peace and 
were not tired yet, and that the Presi- 
dent was not tired. That we wero all 

ANXIOUS FOR PEACE, 

And that I had come this time hoping to 
fix up a treaty which would end all fur- 
ther difficulty. Captain Jack hero inter- 
rupted me by asking whether I had any- 
thing now to talk about, saying that it 
was not worth whilo to talk any more un- 
less tho soldiers wero going away. About 
this timo Hooka Jim went to my horse, 
and taking my overcoat from the horn of 
tho saddle, put it on and walked about, 
saying he was "Meacham." I then resum- 
ed, telling Jack that tho President desir- 
ed tho soldiers to remain until tho trouble 
was settled, and said further, "I want you 
to come with me to Shasta or Fairchild's 
Ranch, and wo will try and have every- 
thing closed up." 

SCONCHIN 

Then made a speech, saying "If you 
will take the soldiers all away wo will go 
with you to Fairchild's Ranch. Whilo 
tho soldiers stay we will not go. 

GENERAL CANDY 

Then addressed them, saying: When I 
was a young man f began to meet tho In- 
dians; my heart was always good toward 
them. Twenty or thirty years ago I mov- 
ed t wo bands of Indians from Florida to 
tho west sido of the Mississippi. They 
did not like me at first, but I won their 
hearts, and each tribo made mo its hon- 
orary chief. The Seminoles called me 
tho 'Tall Chief,' and tho other tribes gave 
mo an Indian name which signifies a 
'Friend.' I visited them many years af- 
terwards, and they came a long way to 
see me. So I thiiik it will be with" tho 
Modocs. Tho Commissioners will givo 
you 

A GOOD HOME. 

I am hero to see that they carry out all 
tho promises they make to you.' That is 
what tho President sent mo here for." 
Dr. Thomas then made a speech, the 
substance of which is as follows: "Tlie 
Great Spirit put it into the heart of the 
President to send mo hero, believing that 
my heart is good toward the Indians, and 
that I will not get tired of talking peace 
to them. I have known General Canby 
and Mr. Meacham a long timo, and never 
knew them to tell a lie." I then spoke 
again, saying that the Commissioners 
would go with them to their new home in 
California, Arizona or tho Indian Territo- 
ry, as it might be, and remain with them 
until they wero permanently settled. 

JACK SAID 

He could not talk about a country he had 
never seen; and Sconohin again said: "If 
you cannot givo us Fairchild's ranch wo 
need not talk any more." At this junc- 
ture 

TWO ARMED INDIANS 

Appeared in sight and, and we all got 
upon our feel. Captain Jack drew a re- 
volver from his breast, and, saying "This 
is what it means!" snapped it at General 
Canby, with a further remark which I 
could not understand. Dyar, Riddle and 
myself broke for tho rocks, and at tho 
same instant Boston shot Dr. Thomas in 
tlie left breast. As he fell tho Doctor ex- 
claimed to the Indians not to shoot him 
any more, as lie would die with tho wound 
ho had. 

ROOUS CHARLEY 

Asked him if he believed who what Tobia 
hud told them — that the Indians would 
kill him — and another Indian caino up 
and shot him in the head with a rifle. 
Captain Jack shot Gen. Canby in tho head 
mid stab.bed him in tho nook as ho fell. 
The Indian woman did no! run, but kept 
pleading with the Indians for our lives. 
1 was running, Dyar and Riddja being iu 
advance, when 

I BTUMBIiED AND FELL 

Behind a rook, Sconohin, who had pur- 
sued mo from tho first, was upon mo in 



an instant, and, drawing a single-barreled 
derringer, I fired at him— aiming at his bo- 
dy. Ho stooped down, and resting Ilia 
pistol on his knee, shot mo in the eye. Ho 
fiscd a second time, tho ball striking mo 
in the right hand and coming out at tho 
wrist. The next shot took away my left 
forefinger. He then retreated, and I am 
under tho impression that, my shot had 
taken effect. The tent screened Gen. 
Canby and Dr. Thomas from my sight. 
Hero 

1 BECAME UNCONSCIOUS, 

And when my sensibilities returned, somo 
one was trying to scalp mo with a dull 
knife. Tobia called tj him to run, ns tlie 
soldiers wero coming, and ho ran away. 
Her timely exclamation saved my life 
without doubt. While unconscious I ra- 
oeived a gun-shot wound in tho temple 
Tho next I remember was ••come up to 
tho left," spoken by an officer to bis
